Besides his widow, he 
leaves nine sons, Francis E., Picton, 
Richard H., Toronto, Thomas and 
Frederick, Chicago, Wim. J. Rochester, 
Herbert J., Buffalo, Leo V. and Clar- 
ence W., of Napanee, and one daugh- 
ter, Miss Helen, at home, All the 
childven were at home for the faneral, 
the six elder sons acting as bearers. 
The funeral took place on Monday at 
St. Patrick’s church and was attended 
by all classes of the community.

The seed selected should be mea- 
sured, labelled, and placed where 
it can be preserved and got at 
when it is wanted. The labelling 
i¢ amp important part of the pro- 
cess, as an unfortunate mixing of 
seed or the using of the wrong seed 
has resulted in annoyance and seri- 
ous loss. i 

Paying attention to these direc- 
tions will vield fine returns. It will 
mean a larger bin of grain, anda 
grain that will test high. It will 
mean, too, that the grain or rovts, 


instead of ‘‘running out,’ will 
steadily improve.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 


The winter care of sheep up tothe 
time the lambs come, consists of two 
things—shelter and feeding.

Mr. Fielding’s Memorable Speech. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding delivered a mem- 
oruble speech on the third reading of 
the Naval bill, A speech thrilling 
with patriotism, Canadianism and Im- 
perialiem. He contrasted the former 
utterances of Mr. Borden afid other 
Conservative leaders on 29th 
1908, with their attitude to-day. He 
exposed the complete change of front 
of these gentlemen for no other than 
party reasons. He cleverly demon- 
strated that the government wereé fol- 
lowing the exact views expressed by 
the British Admiralty, and he con- 
trasted the queer attitude of Mr Bor- 
den in advocating sending $20,000,000 
of cash out of the country at once, and 
asking that an expeaditure of half the 
amount be referred to the people. 


Touched Responsive Chord. 

Mr. Fielding touched a responsive 
chord when he asked : Suppose Canada 
had sent money instead of men to South 
Africa, there would have been no 
Paardeburg. He touched also upon 
the effect the British preference had 
upon welding Canada to the Mother- 
lund by tighter commercial! bonds, and 
contrasted the\attitude of the Conserv- 
ative party during its long term of 
power, which had done nothing for 
Imperial unity of any kind whatever. 

Bested Them in Repartee. 

In repartee Mr. Fielding was at his 
best. When some Conservative with 
more courage than discretion undere 
took to put an irrelevant question, he 
experienced the penalty of foolishness. 
Mr. Cowan of Vancouver, undertook 
to interrupt the minister, and was an- 
swered in these words : “I have fought 
that question out and not with better, 
but with stronger men than my hon. 
friend.’ Whereupon Mr. Cowan sub- 
sided into that obscurity from which 
he had temporarily emerged. 


All Canadian Eaterprise. 

Tne Finance Minister declared that 
the government intended to construct 
a Canadian navy that would be the 
pride of Canadians. He hoped and be- 
lieved that the navy would be con: 
structed in Canada even if the cost 
were greater than if construcred in 
English yards. The navy would bea 
Canadian navy in time of peacc, and 
be at the disposal of the Imperial au- 
thorities in case of war involving thy 
supremacy of the British Empire. 

Mr. Fielding’s speech aroused the 
house to a high degree of enthusiasm, 
He raised the debate to a higher plane 
than it had occupied for some time. 
His speech might be described as Can- 
adian Imperialisticand fervently pat- 
riotic. It provoked acclamations from 
the Liberal side of the House and 
made a deep impression on the Con- 
servatives, a fact which was quite ob- 
vious. 

Navy Bill Has Passed. 
The question of a Canadian navy 


was settled after Mr. Fielding had 
spoken. There was no desireto add 
anything further to the debate. Lead- 


ing members of the Conservative party 
decided that nothing more was to be 
said, and the vote was taken, result'ng 
in a large majority for the government, 
The naval bill bad passed.

tHHow the Petals eed Helis of the Poppy 
Plant Are Procured. 

Opium growing is a sort of garden 
uitivationu, the poppy plants belug 
rowb ip tittle squares or beds inter- 
ected by Uny water channels for irri- 
itlou wherever this is possible. ‘he 
-rowth of the plants is carefully tend. 
‘dd, and at length the time comes when 
(hey burst out Into flower, avd the 
‘ields look like a sheet of silver as the 
white petals of the flowers glistev tp 
the morning dew. 

hese beautifnl. petals are the first 
produce of tbe crop, for the women 


des come forth and pick them off one 
by oue and carefully dry them, so that 
they may serve afterward as the cdv- 
ering of the maunfactured cakes of 
opium. ‘Then the poppies, witb their 
bare capsule heads, remain standing 
in the open eld until it is considered 
that they are ripe for lancing. The 
culdvators then come fortb in the 
evening, and with an implement not 
unlike the kuives of u cupping instru- 
ment they searify the capsule on its 
sides with deep incisions, so that the 
juice may exude. 

In the early moruing the cultivators 
reappear with a scraping knife and 
their earthenware pots, and _ they 
scrape off the exuded juice aud collect 
it in their pots.

HUMAN BEINGS WHO ARE LIY- 
ANG GERM FACTORIES. 


People in Good Health and Yet a 
Sourceef Deadly Peri? to all 
Sround Theut. 


On April ist, 2207, a London 
paper reported a medical case of 
the very strangest character. A 
woman named Ilverson had been 
(said the paragraph) detained by 
the Health Department of New 
York on suspicion of infecting with 
tvnkoid, during the past six years, 
n» fewer than twenty-five members 
of various families with whom she 
had been in service. 

Ir 1901, the report went on to 
state, she suffered from typhoid 
fever, and apparently recovered, 
but several doctors satisfied them- 
selves that she was really a living 
germ factory, turning out typhoid 
bacilli by the roillion. . 

Noticing the significant date un- 
der which this marvellous story ap- 
peared, other newspapers made fun 
vi it as a, yarn of the April fool 


at 


type. It seemed so entirely beyond 
belief that any human being 
should suffer such jan awful fate 


as this, and herself in good health, 
yet be a source of deadly peril to 
all around her. 

DANGEROUS DAIRYMAID. 

The sturv, however, was. true 
ensugh, and similar cases have 
been known to occur in England. 
Li February, 1908, a Home Office 
Report was issued in which an ac- 
count is given of a dairymaid, her- 
-elf healthy enough, who vet spread 
tsphoid germs in every direction. 

The epidemic began by an inmate 
of the Brentry’ Inebriate Home at 
Bristol going down with typhoid in 
September, 1906. Milk was suspect- 
ed and every precaution was taken 
for cleanliness.and sterilization. In 
vain Within six weeks there were 
twenty-eight causes and two deaths. 
\i a tea-party all present, with one 
exception only, caught. the disease. 
The exceplion was a man whe did 
hur take milk. 

Again the dairy was overhauled 
hat-holes were stopped and every 
precaution renewed. Still the epi- 
demic did noi abate. There fol- 
lowed a consultation with other duc- 
tors, all of whom Guoted the case

MANY NEEDLESSLY BLIND 


CHILDREN NOT PROPERLY 
TREATED AT a 


Crusade Now Going On Which will 
Preserve the Sight of 
Thousands, 


It is an astonishing fact, and one 
not generally known, that one- 
quarter of all the children in the 
blind schools of the country are 
needlessly blind, says Munsey’s Ma- 
gazvine. These children are doomed 
tu life-long darkness because at the 
time of birth their eyes were not 
properly treated by the attending 
physician. The cause of this pre- 
ventakle blindness is ophthalmia 
necnatorum (ophthalmia of the 
new-born), commonly known |. as 
‘inflammation of the eyes,’’ ‘‘ba- 
bies’ sore eyes,’’ or ‘‘cold in the 
eyts,’’ one of the most dangerous 
of menaces to vision when treat- 
ment is delayed or neglected. 


ALARMING FIGURES. 


Dr. Geo. Foggin, honorary oph- 
thalmic surgeon to the Royal Vic- 
toria School for the Blind, goes so 
far as to assert that ‘‘this disease 
is responsible for more than one- 
third of the blindness of the world,’’ 
meaning blindness at all ages and 
frcm all causes put together. It 
has been estimated that probably 
one-half the blindness of the world 
is unnecessary, from which it fol- 
lows that, of the 64,000 registered 
blind persons in the United States, 
abcut 30,000 are needlessly blind 
from various causes, and, of these, 
hetween 6,000 and 7,000 ‘are blind 
as the result of ophthalmia neona- 
torum—about ten per cent. of the 
eutire number. 

COST TWO CENTS PER CASE. 

Ii would have cost two cents on 
the day of birth to save the sight 
of every blind child through oph- 
thalmia neonatorum. Two cents’ 
wcerth of nitrate of silver solution 
and two minutes of the nurse’s time 
is the cost of prevention. It is dif- 
ficult to estimate the cost of cure, 
however; for cures are rare once 
inflammation has set in. Unless 
prempt measures are taken, the 
disease is nearly always fatal to the 
sight of one or both eyes, and in 
the majority of cases the little vic- 
tim becomes a charge upon public 
or private charity, often , life. 

lt is estimated that the total cost 
of the needlessly blind throughout 
the State of New York exceeds 
110,000 a year, and if the blind ci- 
tizen is a dependent for life, the 
cost of his maintenance will not be 
less than $10,000.

international coal strike had been 
declared, might be. 

Millions of money would be lost 
i: a very short time, for trade and 
commerce would be almost com-

MANY YEARS IN HOLY LAND. 


From time to time various ¢cul- 
onies of Jews have actually retura- 
ed to the holy land. There are re- 
cords of Jewish settlements there 
as early as 1170, and in the six- 
tecntn century the city of Tiberias, 
“where only Jews were to dwell,’’ 
was rebuilt. But it was not until 
comparatively modern times that 
the founding of regular colonies be- 
van. In 1878 the ideas of Laur- 
ence Oliphant and the Earl of 
Shaftesbury took definite shape in 
the purchase of 700 acres of land 
by the Jews of Jerusalem and the 
fourdation of the colony of Petah 
Tikwah. After the Russian perse- 
cution of 1881, large numbers of 
Jews emigrated, arid at the end of 
1898 there were about 5,000 Jew- 
ish colonists in- Palestine. 
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TAKE CANDY SERIOUSLY. 


A Medical Jeurnal Says It’s a 
Good Feed. 


Recently sugar has come to’ be 
recugnized by scientific men as a 
food substance. A writer in the 
Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette urg- 
es suat we cease regarding it as a 
luxury and use it seriously in pro- 
per quantities. 

‘‘Sugar as a substance marketed 
in approximately chemically pure 
form i8 a comparatively recent ad- 
dition to human foodstuffs. Indeed, 
it is probable that maple sugar was 
usec by the American aborigines 
eailier than any sugar of the same 
giade was know to the inhabitants 
of the Old World. 

‘‘We have not yet become accus- 
tomed to taking eugar seriously asa 
food, but persist in regarding it as 
a luxury which appeals to the pal- 
ate Undoubtedly a good deal of 
the sugar consumed is taken by 
those who need it least and who 
are least able to assimilate it. Peo- 
ple in fair circumstances, not ex- 
ercising much, generally use 130- 
150 grams a day, estimated from 
grocery bills, to say nothing of the 
sugar of fruits and that eaten as 
candy. Candy is usually eaten be- 
tween meals and is not regarded as 
a food. Yet, not infrequently, a 
pound a day is eaten, thus supply- 
ing a source of energy equal to that 
required by the system, suppleme 1- 
tary to. that eaten at the table. 
There is no question but that su- 
gar ingested in considerable 
amounts at one time irritates the 
mucous mémbrane by its concentra- 
tion,. disturbs osmotic currents; 
tends to ferment and overtaxes the 
glycolytic and glycogenic functions. 

“On the other hand, it has been 
wel! established that if used ration- 
ally and regularly, sugar is easily 
cared for by the nutritive organs, 
produces no harmful results, and 
supplies a large amount of heat and 
energy. A good deal, if not the 
most of the trouble produced by 
sugar #8 due to the notion that it 
is not a food but a luxury. Hence, 
the perfectly natural appetite for 
it is resisted until it becomes a 
craving to which the individual 
eventually vields by a dietetic excess 
which deserves the term ‘spree.’ 
The same abstinence and excessive 
ingestion of any other food, between 
meals and in addition to a full diet, 
would produce harm.”’

INDESCRIBABLE TORTURES 
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HUNTING BEAR WITH SPEARS 


One of the Methods of Killing 
Bruin in Northern Europe. 


During the last few years I have 
had the satisfaction of killing a fair 
number of bears, the biggest and 
perhaps the most interesting game 
of northern Europe, and have stud- 
isd the ways of these animals both 
in Sweden and in Finnish and Rus- 
siun Karelia, where J have come 
across 36 bears altogether, and 
have myself killed or caught twenty- 
three, including six yong ones, 
says a writer in the Field. My 
Russian and Finnish bear hunting 
has always taken place in winter, 
bu: it has been done in various 
ways. The one which has afforded 
me the greatest amount of enjoy- 
ment is hunting the bear on skis, 
ana I will first relate my experi- 
ences in that direction. 

I have twice hunted a bear with 
tae spear; on one occasion the lair 
was in a boggy country, and we 
soon' found the entrance, outside 
which I took up my position, arm- 
ed with my bear spear, which is & 
strung ash pole rather more than 
six feet long, with a steel point of 
about twelve inches; in order to 
protect it against the teeth of the 
bear the lower part of the pole is 
covered with copper. The moment 
the bear appeared I tried to hit 
him in the throat, but he parried 
with his paw and my spear miscar- 
riea. The bear came further out 
and I managed te thrust my spear 
well into his chest, he got furious 
and bit viciously at the copper coat- 
ing, at the same time trying to 
knock the spear out of my hand 
with his paw. 

He used his teeth with such force 

that they almost penetrated the 
copper, and higher up the pole he 
ture out great splinters of wood. It 
too}: me all my time to hald my own 
against him, but by degrees he tired 
and lay down at the entrance to 
the lair. I drew out the spear to 
leu the blood flow more freely, Dut 
the bear still had strength enough 
left to snap at the point of the 
spear with such violence that he 
made some big marks in the metal 
with his teeth. My friend now 
came up and gave him the coup de 
grace with his spear. The fight 
lasted about five minutes. 
. To tackle a bear with a spear in 
the summer time when the ground 
is bare is a serious business, al- 
though I have heard of Laps doing 
it.; but the bear is as lithe as a cat 
and usese his paws with surprising 
rapidity and force. Even in winter, 
vhen snow somewhat hinders his 
movements, une needs a cool head 
aud a strong arm. 

\ well known Norwegian bear 
hunter, commenting upon the use 
of the spear when bear hunting, e!}- 
ther when reusing a bear from his 
lair or when in pursuit of a wound- 
ed bear, recommends in the latter 
case that the spear should be so 
carried that it trails on the ground 
with the bottom end and the point 
held a little behimd ene’s body.

STERILIZED WITHOUT HEAT. 


Milk Now Being Purified in Paris 
by Means of Ultra Violet Rays. 


from 





Milk is now being sterilized’ in 
Paris by submitting it to the action 
uf ultra violet rays, thus avoiding 
the use of heat or treatment by 
chemical antiseptic substances. It 
has long been known that light 
without heat can destroy microor- 
ganisms, and in 1893 it was proved 
that from the ultra violet part of 
the spectrum there proceeded rays 
that had a bactericidal effect. It 
was further shown that glass stop- 
ped these rays, which, however, 
pussed easily tfrough quartz. 

I. has taken over seven years to 
turn this knowledge to general 
use: but now in Paris an appara- 
tus has been made by which ultra 
viclet ravs, through quartz, steri- 
lize 132 gallons of water an hour. 

After much trouble the steriliz- 
ing of milk has been successfully ac- 
corrplished, although its vpaque- 
ness was at first a difficulty.
